Tbe Egyptian and Sudanese delegations formally submitted resolu- 
tions calling for Ubya to be suspended from the nonaligned move- 
ment for a^ged “acts of aggre^ion" against hs two neighbors. 

The move followed a Libyan demand for tbe suspension of Egypt 
for agnhig the Camp David agreements with Israel. One delegation 
ofScial said tbe demands were part of a continuing “war of nervesT' 
between Libya and her eastern neighbors, and “whi undoubtedly be 
allowed to die in tbe political committee without ever reaching tbe 
summit.** 

In tbe political committee discussion of tbe Middle East conflict, 
tbe Libyan delegation renewed an earlier demand for suspending 
Egypt for “violating the rights of the Palestinian people” through the 
Camp David accords. Despite repeated requests from other delega- 
tions, tbe Libyans refused to vrithdraw their proposal, conference 
source said, thus paralyzing further discussion, since all nonaligned 
decisions must be taken by consensus. 

As a result, the sources said, Amir Moussa, Egypt's deputy delegate 
to United Nations, fonnal^ proposed tbe suspension of Libya for 
“continuous acts of aggresrion" against Egypt. Tbe Sudanese delega- 
tion submitted a similar demand for alleged Libyan aggression against 
Sudan. 

President Muhammad Siad Bane of Somalia called on the 
nonaligned leaders Wednesday to demand that Ethiopia withdraw its 
military forces from Somalian territoiy. 

Turkey*s envoy 
shot in Belgr^ 

BELGRADE, March 9 (R) Turkey's 
ambassador-to 'Yugoslaria, Calip Balkar, was 
in critical condition following an operation 
for head and body wounds after unidentified 
gunmen shot 'him Wednesday, hospital 
sources said. 

The gunmen shot Balkar in central Bel- 
grade at 1055 (0955 GMT). The sources 
described Balkar's condition as extremely, 
serious. 

One of tbe two gunmen who attacked the 
ambassadors car was also taken to hospital 
after being seriously wounded in an ensuing 
gun battle with Yugoslav security men, police 
said. Tbe other escaped from the scene and 
police mounted aisearch for him in tbe Yugos- 
lav capital. Eyewitnesses said several 
passers-by were hit by crossfire. 

Hosjntal sources said a Yugoslav student 
died in a Belgrade clinic from bullet wounds, 
and a retired army officer was seriously 
injured. The two tried to stop the gunmen 
before the security men opened fire, tbe 
eyewitnesses said. 

The ambassador was bit by two buOets — 
one in tbe bead and another which entered 
via his right shoulder and bit his spine, doc- 
tors at hospital said. His driver, Necapi 
Kaja, was recovering from ‘not so serious 
wounds', they said. 

The Justice Commandos of the Armenian 
Genocide claimed responsibility for tbe kil- 
ling. The typewritten letter, in French, said 
tbe shooting of Balkar was intended to draw 
the world's attention to what it called “the 
national problem of the Armenian people 
and tbe revolting injustice to which it con- 
tinues to fall victim.” 

It accused“certain governments.” without 
naming them, of repressing Armenian guer- 
rilla movements and denying Aimenians tbe 
right to assert their identity.

Nkomo flees 
to Botswana 

GABORONEJBotswana. March 9 ( AP) — 
Zimbabwe opporitioa leader Joshua Nkomo 
fled to neighboring Bot^vana following a 
series of clashes whh the goveroment of 
Prime MinisteT Robert Mugabe, tbe Bots- 
wana government confirmed Wednesd^. 

President Quetl Masire's office said 
Nkomo arrived Tuesday afternoon and 
intends to remain fai Bmswana temporarily 
while he explores possible ways of assisting to 
resolve the shuatkm in his country. 

The brief staiemeni said Nkomo would not 
meet with the press during his stay. A West- 
ern diplomalic source said Nkomo met with 
Masire Wednesday morning after crossing 
the rugged bush country by Land Rover to 
enter Botswana. 

(Sovernmeni officials would not elaborate 
on how Nkomo made the trip or say whether 
he was fai Gaborone, the capital, or elsewhere 
in tbe country. One government official, 
referring to Botswana's good relations with 
Zimbabwe, said Nkomo would keep a low 
profile, adding, it is embarrassing enough 
having him here. 

In Harare, the Zimbabwe capital, 
Mugabe's office said Nkomo had slipped out 
of tbe country “ unconventionally" and flleg- 
ally because police had taken away his pass- 
port in February. 

An Nkomo aide said tbe Matabele leader 
had asked the govenunent to assure his safety 
foflowing a weekend search of his home for 
arms in which Nkomo'sdriver was shot dead. 
By then Nkomo had gone into hiding, and be 
told reporters at a efendestine news confer- 
ence Sunday night that he feared the gov- 
emment was trying to kill him, too.

Govemmeiit subsidies 
reach SR32.5 billion 


JEDDAH. March 9 — The Saudi Arabian 
government gave subsidies totaling 
SR32422,180^18 and extended loans total- 
ing SR109,710.707,969 to the private sector 
over the past seven years, Al-Ma£nah 
reported Wednesday. Muhammad Aba 
Al-Khail, the ministerof %ance and national 
economy, said that the government was con- 
vinced of the leading role which the private 
sector could play alongside the public sector 
in the overall development of the country. 

From July 1975, the government set on 
implementing an intensive program of sub- 
sidies and loans which, by April 23. 1982, 
totaled SR142,232.888J84. 


The objectives of the program included the 
consolidation of the s^em of free enter- 
prise: the checking of world inflation by let- 
ting the supply of goods and services by the 
private sector exc^d the demand; the opti- 
mal use of available resouroes: the achieve- 
ment of high economic develop^nt ratios 
and the increase of real per capita income; 
the increase of the economic return and profit 
ratios; the encouragement of &udi Arabian 
capital to enter the various investment fieids; 
the diversification of local products and the 
expansion of the agricultural and industrial 
ba%: and action to see to it that the distribu- 
tion of wealth covers the largest number of 
citizens. 


Abdullah to attend war games 


RIYADH, March 9 (SPA) - Crown 
Prince Abdullah, the first deputy premier and 
commander of the National Guard, will 
attend the final stages of Al-Yamama man- 
euvers next Saturday and Sunday by 
advanced units of the National Guard. 

Other combat units will also participate in 
the games with live ammunition near Riyadh.

Carter visits Kingdom March 14 


JEDDAH, March 9 — Former U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter will pay a private visit to 
Saudi Arabia on March 14. He will confer 
with King Fahd and a number of ministers 
and senior state and academic officials to fos- 
ter relations between scientific institutions 
and the Study and Research Center of Emor>' 
University in Atlanta, Georgia. Okaz 
reported Wednesday. Carter teaches political 
science at Emoty University. 

Carter will brief a press conference. March 
16, on his tour in the area and his own peace 
prospects. He will also tell newsmen whether 


he is optimistic about a breakthrou^ in cur- 
rent crises, especially U.S recognition of the 
Palestine Liberation OTganization. as a prac- 
tical step toward the establishment of peace 
in the area and the implementation of the 
principle of peaceful coexistence among its 
states, including the future Palestinian state. 

Meanwhile, a delegation from the Man- 
agement Faculty of Arizona University 
arrives here Thursday on a nine-day visit to 
Saudi Arabia. The delegation will visit the 
faculty of economics and administration at 
King Abdul Aziz University. 


Industrial security seminar ends 


RIYADH, March 9 (SPA) — The first 
seminar on “industrial security" organized by 
the Higher Industrial Security Council con- 
cluded its three-day deliberations here Tues- 
day night by adopting a number of recom- 
mendations.

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Arab health conference 
successful -- Algosaibi 









RIYADH. March 9 (SPA) — Dr. Ghazi 
Algosaibi. the ministerofindustr)‘andeIectr* 
ichy and acting health rainister, returned here 
Tuesday night from the United Arab Emi- 
rates where he led Saudi Arabia' s delegation 
to the eighth session of the Arab Health 
Ministers Council. 

Dr. Algosaibi told newsmen that the meet- 
ings had been successful and that the con- 
ferees adopted important and positive deci- 
sions all aimed at improving Arab health. The 
resolutions also dealt with relations between 
Arab countries and intematidnal health 
organizations, especially the World Health 
Organization (WHO). 

The minister said that the resolutions were 
aimed at improving medical standards in the 
.Arab world's hospitals. They stressed the 
importance of specialized training within 
such hospitals, in cooperaribii and coordina- 
tion with the Arab Council for Medical 
Specializations. Their objective was also to 
encourage medical research and the author- 
ing of medical books. 

Dr. Algosaibi added that the resolutions 
adopted this week will promote programs for 
the exchange of informatipn and documents 
with the help of existing local oemers. Coop- 
eration will also be sought in this respect with 
the Arab Health Documentation and Publi- 
cations Center in Kuwait co-ftnaoced by 
Saudi Arabia and other Arab countries. 
More interest will be devoted to public health 
research, especially applied research. The 
Arab Health Ministers Council will provide 
incentives for that purpose. 

Other issues discussed during the session 
included improved training for medica] assis- 
tants. the unification of training programs 
and curricula and encouraging the youths to 
join those institutes by giving various incen- 
tives. including medals for those who get the 
best marks. 

Preventive medicine was also taken up dur- 
ing the session. It was decided to train doctors 
and technicians on preveniioa techniques 
and research. There wiO be large scale train- 
ing programs covering the entire .Arab world. 
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Other topics discussed included protection 
from radiation and radioactive subkanoes. A 
uniBed draft law will be prepared on the sub- 
ject. stressing the importance of taking all 
. possible safety measures. Meanwhile, the 
council adopted a uiriGed law on combating 
smoking at the Arab level. 

Dr. Algosaibi further said that the council 
discussed at length occupational health. It 
decided to re-examine the status of occupa- 
tional health services in Arab countries, 
including their organizational structures, and 
to appoint new members for'tbe Scientific 
Consultative Committee on Professional 
Health. 

The council also thoroughly discussed the 
use and manufacturing of medicines. It 
underscored the importance for the Supneme 
Arab Committee on Medicines to pursue its 
studies (bat wiU enable the councS to work 
out a sound and wise strategy for manufactur- 
ing Arab medicines. In the meantime, work is 
underway for the establfehment of a federa- 
tion of Arab medicine manufacturers, in 
coordination with the Arab League's 
Economic Council. 

According to Dr. Algosaibi, the counciFs 
eighth session also viewed tbe possibility of 
drawing up a unified strategy for Arab action 
in the Beld of public health, motherhood, 
fnegnaocy. child care and old age. Such 
strategy would then be incorporated in the 
social development strategy which the Arab 
League Council is at pi^nt preparing. 

Or. Algosaibi said it was also agreed to 
keep supporting the Lebanese health 
antborities and the Palestinian Red Crescent 
so that they may improve their services in tbe 
areas devastated by the dustardly Zionist 
egression and rebuQd their health institu- 
t»^. A national relief plan will also be sub- 
mitted to the Arab League Council to envis- 
age an agreement on the subjea. 

Regarding international relations, espe- 
cially with the WHO, Dr: Algosaibi said that 
agieemeni was reached to back the re- 
appointment of Dr. Mahler as director gen- 
eral of the organization for anotber five-year 
term. 

•The ooundl also backed the appointment 
of Djibouti and Syria as WHO executive 
board members as ^ May next year. Kuwait 
and Bahrain were re-eleaed as members of 
the executive office of' the Arab Health 
Ministers Counil.

GCC ministers 
to discuss joint 
development plan 

ABU DHABI. March 9 (Agencies) — 
Gulf Cooperation Council (GCQ planning 
ministers are to discuss details of a common 
frve-year development plan at a meeting in 
Babrain early next. month. GCC Seretary- 
General Abdullah Bishara was quoted as say- 
ing Wednesday. 

In an interview with the daily paper Al - 
Arpon, Bishara said tbe proposed plan would 
not replace the indivldu^ development prog- 
rams of the six member states, but would set 
tbe Gulf on the road to economic integration. 
Tbe GCC groups Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
Qatar, the Unhed Arab Emirates. Bahrain 
and Oman. 

The secretary-general said tbe plan was 
aimed at integrating development efforts, 
diversifying sources of income and coordinat- 
ing food supplies. Tbe council last month 
scrapped tariff barriers between member 
states and allowed their nationals to operate 
some business in other member countries. 

Meanwhfle. dvU aviation chiefs and senior 
executives of airline companies of GCC 
member states will begin a five-day meeting 
in Muscat. Saturday, to discuss cooperation 
and coordination among themselves. They 
will submh their recommendations to the 
GCC ministers hi charge of aviation.

RIYADH, March 9 — The United Saudi 
Commercial Bank has aDocaied 1,310.000 
shares worth SR131 mSUon for public sub- 
scription. Tbe bank was set up last December 
as of the Saudization oi the last three 
foreign banks operating in the Kingdom: The 
I^stani United Bank Ltd. in Dammam, 
Melli Iran in Jeddah, and the Lebanese Ban- 
que Liban et d’Outre Mer in Jeddah too. 

These three banks and tbe London-based 
International Saudi Bank Ltd. and 95 leading 
Saudi Arabian businessmen are the founding 
members of the new bank. 

The Rfyadb-based bank will concentrate 
on new areas, attracting and serving the mid- 
dle class businessmen and other neglected 
groups like government officials, a spokes- 
man for the hank said. The bank will depend 
on Saudis to run its business. 

About 60 percent of the total workforce is 
expected to be drawn from Saudi nationals. 
Already some 100 young Saudi Arabians 
have b^n sent to Englai^ for training on 
banking. 

The bank's SR2S0 million capital has been 
divided into ?.S million equal shares, each 
worth SRIOO. Tbe constituent subscribers 
have contributed 1,190,000 shares wonh 
SRI 1 9 million, while the four banks have met 

250.000 shares each. The remaining 

1 .3 1 0.000 shares have been put to the public 
on the condition that the subscriber should be 
Saudi and buy no less than five shares and no 
more than 100. March 27 has been set as the 
last date for buying shares. 

A ten-man board of directors has been 
formed to run the bank for three years. The 
cost of establishment has been estimated at 
SR7 million. The board of dhectozs will be 
headed by Dr. Mahsoun Jalal, an economic 
consultant and a member of many com- 
panies. 

The board includes Prince Faisal ibn Abdul 
Aziz ibn Faisal, Yousif Al-Hamdan. Hamad 
Al- Abdullah AJ-Zamil, Hussein Muhammad 
Hussein Zeidan, Ismat Muheidin Nazer and 
representatives from the four banks: The 
Saudi International, Melli Iran, United and 
the Lebanese Bank.

NEW DELHI, March 9 (R) — Syrian Pres- 
ident Hafez Assad launched a stinging attack 
on the United States Wednesday for its sup- 
port of Israel. “The United States coUu^ 
with Israel in every one of its mflitaiy agres- 
sions," /^sad told the seventh wmaligned 
summit. 

U.S. arms supplies, economic aid and polit- 
ical support enabled Israel to perpetuate its 
occupation of Arab lands and its mihtary pre- 
sence in Lebanon, Assad said.

Hussein: Talks 
with Palestinians 
making headway 

NEW DELHI, March 9 ( AP) — King Hus- 
sein of Jordan announced that his talks with 
the Palestine Liberation Organization “have 
reached an advanced, positive and fer- 
reacbtng stage on the path to establishing a 
close federal relationship that wQl implement 
our cherished hopes, Jordanians and Palesti- 
nians alike, to salvage the (Palestinian) land 
and its people." He said the PLO was the sole 
legitimate representative of the Palestinian 
people. 

Speaking at the nonaligned summit here, 
the king reaffirmed his backing for the poa^ 
plan endorsed by the Arab League summit iu 
Fez, Morocco, last year, and distanced him- 
self from U.S. proposals. King Hussein said 
Jordan and Palestine were separate, although 
they agreed on a “form of confedeiation.** 
“Jordan is Jordan and Palestine b Pales- 
tine.” he told the leaders of the 101-member 
movement on the second day of their five-day 
summit here. “But Jordanians and Palesti- 
nians are going to work hand in hand to aDow 
the Palestinian people to recover their land:" 
The emir of Bahrain. Sheikh Isa ibn Sal- 
man Al-Khalifa addressing the summit, 
denounced Israel and called for progress 
toward Middle East peace. “ Israel has gone 
too far in its atrocities.” he said. 

The emir also called for a withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from A^anistao, which they 
entered in 1979 to back a takeover by the 
present Marxist government. 

He appealed for an end to the Gulf war 
between Iran and Iraq, praised Baghdad for 
its readiness to negotiate and called on 
Tehran to respond positively. But Iranian 
Prime Minister Hussein Mousavi, repeated 
imn's rejectioD of summit moves, led by 
moderate Arab states, to launch a new plan to 
end the 30-month-old war. 

Indira warned 
of Libyan plot 
to torpedo summit 

CAIRO, March 9 (AP) — A former 
Ubvan Prime Minister on Tuesday warned 
Indiaa Prime Minister Indira Gandhi against 
Libyan President Muammar Qaddaffs 
attempts to "disperse” the ongoing 
nonaligned summit. 

In a message to Mrs. Indira Gandhi, a 
copy of which was handed to the Associated 
Press, former Prime Minister Abdul Hamid 
Backousb said; “ Help us denounce QaddafT s 
attempts to embarrass President Hosni 
Mubarak of Egypt who is one of the best 
leaders of peace... and a main corner of the 
nonalignment movement which Qaddafi is 
trying to disperse together with his unwise 
allies.” the message said. It did not go into 
detaiU. 

Backoush signed the message as 
secreu^-general of the Libyan Libmtion 
Organizatmn, a resistance group ' whicb Back- 
oush said “speaks in the name of Libya's 
people who are suffering inhuman dictator- 
ship imposed by Qaddafi." Backoush pres- 
ently lives in Cairo. 

Earlier this week in New Delhi, Libya's 
Prime Minister AbdussaUun Jalloud unsuc- 
oessfoUy tried to have Egypt expelled from 
the nonalignment movement, a^ on Tues- 
day left the hall when Mubarak addressed the 
summit. 

The Libyan call at a Tuesday night summit 
session came after Egypfs President Hosni 
Mubarak had backstage talks with Arab 
leaders. 

Jalloud, told the summit: “My country 
demands the expulsion of Egypt, or at least 
the suspension of its membership until it 
rescinds the Camp David agreements." 

Jalloud accused Egypt of violating the 
principles of the 101 -member nonaligned 
movement and said it had become “the 
American policeman" of the Arab woiid. 

Italy urges early 
Israeli pullout 

WASHINGTON, March 9 (Agencies) — 
Italian Foreign Minister Emilio Colombo, in 
talks with Secretary of State George Shultz, 
called for a speedup in negotiations on get- 
ting foreign troops out of Lebanon. 


United States speaks of peace in the Middle 
East, who can believe them? he asked. "We 
must judge them by tbeir actions, not by their 
words.” 

The U.S. is trying to get the Arab states fo 
accept a peace formula, announced last 
tember. This calls for creation of a Palestinian 
entity in the lsraeli-occu{Md West Bank and 
O nza Strip in association with Jordan.

NEW DELHI, March 9 (^ — President 
Hosni Mubarak of Egypt in an hour-long 
speech to the summit Tuesday, declared that 
the world at this moment has “a golden 
opportunity to put in motion the wheels of a 
comprehensive settlement' of the Middle 
East conflict. 

He called for the creation of a Palestinian 
authority on the West Bank and in Gaza in 
cooperation with Jordan and other Arab 
stares. 

Mubarak took advantage of the summit 
meeting to retore contacts with numerous 
Arab governments which broke with Egypt 
followiog its 1979 Camp David agreements 
with Isr^ 

The meetings, which seemed to herald the 
end of Egypfs isolation in the Arab world, 
began Monday with a cwo-bour meeting m 
Mubarak’s hotel room between the Egyptian 
leader and Jordan's King Hussein. 

Egyptian officials said Mubarak held 
informal talks with Jordan's King Hussein, 
Lebanon's President Amin GemayeL tbe rul- 
ers of Kuwait, Qatar and Bahrain, and Iraq's 
Vice President Tahar Mohieddin Matouf.

NEW DELHI, March 9 (Agencies) — 
Lebanese President Amin Gemayel called 
for withdrawal of all foreign forces from his 
country and said Lebanon was determined it 
would not be “a playground for tbe wars of 
others." 

He told tbe summit "Lebanon calls for the 
withdrawal of all non Lebanese forces from 
Lebanon so that Lebanon can be restored to 
the Lebanese and them alone so that it will be 
strong and not mortgaged to others ... and its 
sovereignty not in any way diminished." 

He said Lebanese sovereignty and inde- 
pendence must not be jeopardized by any 
regional interests. 

“Lebanon is determined to ensure that its 
territory ndll not be tbe playground for tbe 
wars of others, whether th^ others be 
friends or foes,*' he declared. 

President Gemayel said that unless peace 
was restored to Lebanon, which Israel 
invaded last June, there could be no peace 
anywhere in the Middle East. 

U.S.- Israeli- Lebanese talks are under way 
for a withdrawal of Israeli troops from Leba- 
non where Syrian and Palestinian forces are 
also present. 

Gemayel, who made a last-minure decision 
to attend the summit here, had his first full 
meeting whh Syrian President Hafez Assad 
since tte Lebanese president came to power 
last September, Lebanese sources said. 

There was no word on tbe substance of 
their talks, but observers said they had prob- 
ably focused on tbe U.S.-proposed negotia- 
tidns for tbe withdrawal of Israeli troops from 
Lebanon and bilateral lelatfons. 

Lebanese sources also spoke of a meeting 
between Gemayel and PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat, but there was no confirmation from 
Lebanese officials on the meeting.

UN. panel to probe Polish rights nomination 


geneva. March 9 (AP) - The U.N. 
Human Rights Commission, despite vigorous 
Soviet-bloc opposition, voted Tuesday to 
press its unprecedented inquiry into sus- 
pected rights violations in Poland, and urged 
the Warsaw regime's cooperation. 

The 43-naiion commission adopted by 19 
votes to 14 a Western-sponsored resolution 
that extends iIk investigation — the panel's 
first in an East European rouniry — and 
urges the regime of Gen. Woiciech Juruzeiski 
10 lift the "restrictive measures imposed on 
the exercise of human rights and fundamental 
freedoms." 

It alsi^ declares that Poles have "the 
right. ..to pursue political, social and cultural 
development free from outside inierier- 
ence." 

Henryk J. Sokalski. Poland's chief delegate 
to the commission, the United Nations' prin- 
cipal human rights forum, scathingly charac- 
terized the measure as "an act of hyprocrisv’ 
and a deep attempt to distort the facts." 
Srkalski said there hav'e been no "violations 
of human rights in Poland" and challenged 
the resolution s legatin', calling it "a brutal 
act of political Machiavelianism." 


The Soviet Union called the resolution 
"quite unfounded" and based on bubious 
reports of conditions in the country that was 
ruled by martial law for more than a year 
from December 1981. 

Sokalski took the floor immediately after 
the vote to declare the resoluiion "null and 
void." a "miscarriage of international jus- 
tice." and reiterated that Poland "shall not 
participate in any form in its implementa- 
tion.'' 

He noted that less than half the commis- 
sion's 43 members voted for the resolution; 
1 0 countries abstained in the roll call. Before 
adopting the resolution, the commission 
voted down separate proposals by Nicaragua, 
Mozambique and Cuba to suspend, and 
eff^tively kill, the inquiry. 

The adopted measure referred to 
unspecified “continued reports of wide- 
spread violations of human rights" in Poland 
and criticized the Warsaw regime for refusing 
to cooperate with Hugo Gobbi, the U.N. 
undersecretary general assigned to condua 
the commission's inquiiy. 

Gobbi submitted to the commission a thin, 
heavily qualified report that skirted direct

Gobbi in 
the report expressed hopes that the regime of 
Gen. Wojciech Jaruzelski would relax restric- 
tions "in pursuance with the aspirations of 
the Pbitsh people."

Rushing through a flurry of resolutions 
near the end of its si.\-week session, the 
commission Tuesday night decided to try to 
send fact-finding missions to each country for 
further information. 

Western delegates said the late-night ses- 
sion showed both the strengths and weaknes- 
ses of the 43-nation commission, which can 
keep human rights violations under consider- 
ation for vears but can do little when coun- 
tries refuse to cooperate. 


JAKARTA. March 9 (AP) — Indonesian 
President Suharto, 62.

6U. as vice president to 
replace Adam Malik. 

Suharto and Gen. Umar, former head of 
the stale audit body (Bepeka). will be for- 
mally installed as president and vice presi- 
dent on Friday. The re-election of Suharto as 
president until 1 9SX will bring to 2U years his 
rule as president of Indonesia. 

S.A. black found dead 

CAPE TOWN. March 9 iRI - A black 
man detained on terrorism charges was found 
dead in his cell after allegedly hanging him- 
self. the commissioner of police said. 

Gen. Mike Geldenhuys said Tuesday in a 
statement that Tembuyise Simon Mndawe 
was found dead at police headquarters in 
Neispruii. a town in the Eastern Transvaal 
province. 

Gen. Geldenhuys said that Mndawe was 
arrested on Feb. 22 in possession of a sub-' 
machine gun. ammunition, and literature 
from the African National Congress, a ban- 
ned group dedicated to overthrowing white 
rule in South Africa. 

The next day. the general said. Mndawe 
made a confession to a magistrate. A South 
African police spokesman would not give 
further details about the man or his death. 


WASHINGTON, March 9 lAP) - U.S. 
Justice Department officials haw found evi- 
dence that twice-convicted Nazi w'ar criminal 
Klaus Barbie made several trips under an 
assumed name to the United States in 19«S9 
and 1970. but Aliorney General William 
French Smith has tentatively decided not lo 
pursue the matter further, department 
sources said. 

The sources, who answered questions 
Tuesday on condition they not be identified, 
said that ai a meeting last week. Smith said 
that further inquiry into the Barbie case 
would not be a matter within the jurisdiction 
of the Justice Department's office of special 
inwstigalions. which is assigned to hum Nazi 
war criminals living in this country. 

The sources also said Smith tentatively 
concluded that no U.S. prosecution was likely 
in the Barbie case and that a historical inquiry 
was not within Justice Department's jurisdic- 
tion. 

But it was learned that some members of 
Congress, and the National Security Council 


staff at the White House, are still discussing 
with Smith whether Justice should play a 
further role in the Barbie matter. 

According to the sources, government 
immigration records showed that barbie used 
the pseudonym Klaus .Altmann to enter the 
United States at Miami and New Orleans. 
Louisiana in 1 9o9 and 1970 on trips from his 
s.'tnctuary in Bolivia. 

Congressman Peter W. Rodino Jr.. Chair- 
man of the House Judiciary Committee. 
wn>tc Smith last week seeking an investiga- 
tion of allegations that Barbie was protected 
after the war by U.S. Intelligence officers 
from French authorities who wanted to try 
him for war crimes. Other members of Con- 
gress made a similar appeal to LI.S. President 
Ronald Reagan. 

Barbie, who was Gestapo chief in Lyons. 
Fr.^ncc. during the war was twice convicted 
and sentenced to death in absentia by French 
courts in the 1930s. He was e.xpclled from 
Bolivia and returned to France on Feb. 6 to 
face trial for alleged wartime mass murders.

March 9 ( Rl — Lord Boyd of 
Merton, who as Alan Lennox-Boyd was Bri- 
tain's colonial secretary from 1 954-59. was 
fatally injured Tuesday night when struck by 
a car while crossing a street here, police said 
Wednesday. He was 78. No charges were 
made against the driver, police added. 

Lennox-Boyd. a Conservative member of 
parliament from 1931 to 196U. chumproned 
the Spanish dictator Francisco Franco before 
World War 11. He volunteered for naval ser- 
vice during the war. 

In 1951 he became minister of state for 
colonies, nr deputy to the colonial secretary . 
was nn'nisierof transport in 19.^2-54 and then 
was named colonial secretary-. During his 
term of office Britain granted either self- 
government or independence to the West 
Indies. Ghana and Nigeria while nianv other 


colonies moved ahe.'id on the same course. 

As colonial secretary. Lenno.x-Boyd came 
under fire from the Labor and Communist 
parlies for his handling of each colonial prob- 
lems as the Mail Man guerrilla campaign 
again.si British rule in Kenva and the cam- 
paign against Communist guerrillas in what 
was then Malaya, in their attacks, the left 
pHiliiicians frequently referred to his past 
pro-Franco stance. 

Lennox-Boyd was described in 1959 as a 
candidate to become foreign secretary, but 
thi.s did not occur. The next vear he was cre- 
ated the first Viscount Boyd of Merton and 
(el’i ihe Commons. 

Lord Boyd, who had married a daughter of 
the wealthy Guinness family in 1938. played 
a leading role in a Guinness company after 
that. 
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America considers 
$110m for Salvador 


WASHINGTON, March 9 (Ageades) — 
The U.S. admin istration is reportedly coosid- 
eriog an emergency military aid package to El 
Salvador that cotild reach SllO million — 
SSO minion more than planned earlier. A 
congressional source cautioned, however, 
that no final dedsions had been made. 

A State Department source, who also 
requested anonymity, said the ^kage would 
include an "accelerated training program," 
more weapons, ammunition and spare parts. 

The New Fert Times reported Wednesday 
that Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
told congressional leaders Tuesday of the 
possible higher aid figure and that an 
administration officjal confirmed it later. 

On Tuesday, President Ronald Reagan 
told congressional leaders he is determined to 
provide El Salvador' s Army with the training 
— possibb’ some on U.S. sod — and 
firepower to repel leftist insurgents, but "we 
will never Americanize this conflict." 

Reagan flatly ruled out sending combat 
troops into El Salvador, and promised that no 
advisers would enter battle with Salvadoran 
units. He stressed, thou^ that "if El .Sal< 
vador fells, no country in Central America 
will be safe." 

Reagan disclosed last week be wants to 
send an additional S60 million in militaiy aid 


to El Salvador this year. A senior presidential 
adviser, Edwin Meese, has suggested nearly 
doubling the current limit of 55 U.S. mithaiy 
advisers there. 

Reagan's Tuesday meeting was the second 
in a week with membeisof ingress, many of 
whom have criticized his Central America 
milita ry policies. When (hey lefl the White 
House Tuesday, two powerful senators — 
Democrat Henry Jackson and Republican 
Charles Percy said they would support 
increased U.S. milhaty aid to El Salvador 
"undera number of conditions," including an 
amnesty in that country and an improvement 
in the S^vadoran human rights and economic 
picture. 

They also said the political leaders who met 
whh Reagan were unanimous in agreeing on 
the need for increased training of ^vadoran 
forces. Sen Percy, who is chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations committee, said 
discussions should be held with the opposh 
rion in El Salvador before, during and after 
the elections which have been scheduled for 
later this year. 

The Reagan administration has disap- 
proved of talks with the guerrillas, who 
according to Secretary of State George Shultz 
are trying to "shoot their way into the gov- 
ernment." 


43 aggressive Poles held 


WARSAW. March 9 (Agencies) — Police 
arrested 43 “aggressive individuals" in the 
southwestern city of Wroclaw and dispersed 
groups of young people who attemf^d to 
stage demonstrations, the ofiSdal PAJ* news 
agency reported. It was the largest number of 
arrests reported since the Communist gov- 
ernment li^d nearly a year of martial law 
Dec. 31. 

The anti-government demonstrations 
Tuesday apparently were linked to the ISth 
anniversary of a violeat protest at Warsaw 
University in which scores of students were 
beaten and arrested by police. 

In Warsaw, more - ’thaD 100 persons 
gathered at midday to lay wreatlis at a plaque 
commemorating the 1968 demonstration. 
Dozens of policemen patrolled the Warsaw 
University area and no clashes were 
reported. 

Government spokesman Jerzy Urban said 
last week that "extreme element^' were 
seeking to turn some Roman Catholic masses 
into political gatherings to create unrest 
before the planned June visit by Polish-bom 
Pope John Paul 11. 

Meanwhile, six accused Poles testified in 
EIbhg Tuesday about the brutality of their 
former guards at the Kwidzyn internment 
center. The six, facing penalties of up to eight 
years in jail, were charged with having led a 
protest demonstration at the detention camp 


and attacking on-duty guards. 

The prisoners said they were savagely 
beaten by guards in August of last year ^ter 
the camp commander canceled visiting 
privileges without advising detainees' 
families, who lined up as usual outside the 
camp gates. 

The Kwidzjm beatings were made public 
last summer via underground reports circu- 
lated by telidarity, Poland’s banned inde- 
pendent trade union movement. The reports 
said that about 50 detainees were beaten up 
and a number of them were hospitalized with 
serious injuries at the camp south of the Bal- 
tic port of Gdansk. 

The defendants' relatives, along with 
Western reporters, have been aB<nrad to 
attend the trial, which began last Thursday. 
Testimony from witnesses is to be taken until 
March 6, at which time the trial will be 
adjourned to a later date. The accused are 
Adam Kazac^nski, 32, Wladyslaw Kalud- 
zinski. 36, Miroslaw Duszak, 26, Andrzej 
Bober, 35. Zygmunt Golawski, 27, and 
Radoslaw Samicki, 20. 

Golawski. who said he was one of those 
hospitaJiKd after the beatings, is the son of a 
well-known dissident belonging to the KPN 
(confederation for an independent Poland), 
whose leaders were recently sentenced to 
long prison terms. 


China worried over U.S. ties 


PEKING, Maieh 9 (AFP) — Communist 
Party Secretary-General Hu Yaobang is not 
optimistic on the future of relations between 
China and the United States. U.S. busine^ 
tycoon Armand Hammer, chairman of Occi- 
dental Petroleum, said Hu bad told this dur- 
ing their talks here Tuesday. 

Hammer told journalists just before be left 
China Tuesday night that Hu had asked him 
whether he was optimistic about Sino-U.S. 
relations. Hammer said he replied that be 
was, but the secretary-general told hbn: "Fm 
not," 

The comment from China's top official 
comes a month after U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultzfs visit here, intended to 
improve mutual trust between the two coun- 


tries. Hammer, who was on a three-day visit 
here to sign a major coal deal, said that the 
Chinese government was very worried by the 
Taiwan issue. 

China is protesting against continued U.S. 
arras supplies to Taiwan, the Nationlisc-ruled 
island over which China claims sovereignty. 
China and the United States signed a joint 
communique in August last year under which 
the United States agreed to gradually reduce 
aims sales to Taiwan while Peking reaffirmed 
hs willingness to reunite the isl^d and the 
mainland through peaceful means. 

However, Chinese leaders accuse the 
United States of felling to respect the termsof 
the communique by continuing arms 
deliveries on the same scale. 


Brother to contest Williams’ will 


ST. LOUIS, Missouri, March 9 (AP) — 
The brother of Tennessee Williams said he 
will contest the femous American play- 
wright s will, which left him only S25.000 out 
of an estate valued at SIO million. 

I think I deserve more than that for saving 
a great genius," Dakin Williams, an attorney, 
said. He had his brother committed to a St. 
Louis Hospital in 1969 because of alcohol 
and drug addiction. 

Dakin WiDiams said the estate was worth 
about S 1 0 million. Most of the money was lefr 
to the Institute of Arts and Letters for indi- 
gent writers in New York. 

The will specified that Dakin Williams 


would receive $25,000 after the death of an 
older sister. Rose, 74, who lives in a mental 
hospital in New York. Dakin, 64, said he 
would try to get Attorney F. Lee Bailey to 
represent him.

Poison forces U.S. families’ shift 


ST LOUIS. March 9 (R) — Families at a 
trailer park in Missouri have been told to 
move on for the second time because the area 
is infected with the deadly poison dioxin, offi- 
cials said. 

The discovery by U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) investigators brings to 
26 the number of places in Missouri where 
the presence of the dangerous chemical has 
been confirmed. Another 73 are under inves- 
tigation. 

Residents at the iraiier park near Gray 
Summit. Missouri, include five femiltes who 
moved there from Times Beach, Missouri. 


after government investigators warned that 
dioxin sprayed on the town's dirt roads was at 
dangerous levels. 

EPA has announced plans to buy 
Times Beach from its 2,041 residents for 
$36.7 million because the vfliage southeast of 
St. Louis is unfit for life. 

"This is the screwiest mess Fve ever been 
in my life," one of the former Hmes Beach 
readents told reporters. "If we move some- 
wbere else, how do we know there's no dioxin 
there?" Dioxin, one of the deadliest poisons 
known to man, is a contaminant which occurs 
in the manufecture of some chemicals.

Windies kn^the fight off India 


PORT OF SPAIN, March 9 (AFP) — The 
West Indies asserted their position as cric- 
ket's One-Day champions by comfortably 
beating India by 52 runs in the first limited 
overs international of their three-match 
series here Tuesday. 

In front of a sellout crowd of over 25,000 at 
the Queen's Park Oval, the West Indies were 
led to a formidable total of 215 for four off 
38.5 overs by openers Desmond Haynes, 97, 
and Gordon Greenidge. 66. In reply India 
could only muster 163 for seven ofr their 
allotted 39 overs. 

The West Indies, World Cup champions in 
both tournaments held so far in 1975 and 
1979, were just too strong for the Indians, 
who are not well equipped for this type of 
cricket. Batting first after Indian captain 
Kapil Dev had sent them in after wiiming the 
toss, the West Indies took a grip on the match 
as Haynes and Greenidge added 125 for the 
first wicket. 

Greenidge attacked the bowlers with con- 
fidence and power, lifdng 17-year-oId left 
arm spinner Maninder Singh for three sixes 
and the experienced off-spinner Venkat- 
raghavan for another before Maiunder had 
some consolation by having him caught at 
long-off. 

An earth tremor, which shook the packed 
stands around the ground for a few seconds 
and caused temporary panic before it sub- 
sided, did not, however, interrupt the cricket 
as Haynes and Vivian Richards continued to 
plunder the Indian bowling. 

Haynes, eventually named man of the 
match, fell three short of his century when he 
was well caught at square-leg Yashpal 
Shanna oft Kapil Dev after an innings includ- 
ing 1 2 fours. Richards contributed a typically 
powerful 32. 

The target was always going to be a tough 
one for the Indians. The match had been 
reduced from its original 50 overs an innings 
to 45 and was further reduced when tlK 
Indians could only bowl 38.5 overs by the 
scheduled lunch break. 

None of their batsmen could find the 
power of Greenidge or Haynes and wickets 
fell at regular intervals as they dropped 
further and further behind the required rate. 
Five batsmen were out in the 20s with Dilip 
Vengsarkarand MohinderAmamath scoring 
27 before sacrificing their wickets in search of 
quick runs. Amamath fell to a magnificent 
piece of fielding and return to the wicket- 
keeper by Michael Holding which ran him 
out, typifying the outstanding West Indian 
out cricket.

LONDON, March 9 (AFP) — New Zea- 
land have agreed to England’s suggestion to 
limit bouncers to one per over in the four 
Test matches between the two countries this 
summer. 

The Test and County Cricket Board 
' announced the agreement after its meeting 
at Lord’s here Tuesday. New Zealand are 
the only country since India to take up such 
a reconunendation. Australia, West Indies 
and Pakistan have previously aU rejected 
the idea. 

However, the New Zealanders, who will 
play four Tests after the World ^p, have 
turned down a recommended minimum of 
one hundred overs each day in Tests. 'Tb^ 
prefer the lower figure of 96 which was in 
operation against India and Pakistan last 
year. 

It was also decided that English County 
cricketers will operate a voluntary code of 
conduct on appealing next summer. The 
TCCB's cricket committee had proposed 
that appeals be limited to players most 
involv^ in the event and the suggestion was 
adopted with the full cooperation of the 
^“Cricketers’ Assodatira/^ 


There will be no penalties, but it is hoped^ 
that from now on cricket fields in domestic 
cricket will be quieter and the pressure on 
umpires reduced.

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NONALIGNED MOVE 


There is a glimmer of hope at present that the aonali^ed 
conference being held in New Delhi may come out with a 
formula to lend it some credibility, if not ejcactly some influ- 
ence, on the course of international events. 

The leaders seem intent on tackling a few of the major 
issues that have troubled their peoples recently. How this will 
be done remains to be seen. 

One hopeful sign is the committee that is being formed to 
find a peaceful solution to the Afghan problem which, like the 
Palestinian tragedy, has spawned three million refugees on to 
a poor country like Pakistan, brought in an occupying power 
like the Soviet Union carrying death aikd destruction in its 
wake. Pakistan, which has borne the brunt of the Soviet inva- 
sion of Afghanistan has already announced a major conces- 
sion by agreeing to see a pro-Soviet government in Kabul if 
the Soviets will only pull out of the country. Afghanistan may 
never be a fully free state again, at least in the foreseeable 
future, but the withdrawal of Soviet forces may give it and its 
neighbors some respite. 

The full weight of the conference of some one hundred 
states should be thrown behind the committee if the Soviet 
Union is to be embarrassed into withdrawing from the coun- 
try. 

The nonaligned movement has always stood solidly behind 
the Palestinian struggle for self-determination and liberation 
but the involvement of the United States and its incapacity or 
unwillingness, or both, have failed to force Israel into making 
some meaningful concessions for the sake of peace. If it can- 
not get Israel to leave Lebanon alone and end its occupation it 
is unlikely to do much better with the larger issues in the 
region. 

The Delhi conference should, therefore, form a parallel 
committee to study the Palestinian question just as it is going 
to do with the Afghan problem. It should aim at the U.S. as it 
intends to do with the Soviet Union. 

It is not clear yet what it hopes to do with the Gulf war which 
has gone on for much too long and shows no sign of abate- 
ment. Iran has rejected all mediation attempts including those 
by the U.N., the Organization of Islamic Conference and the 
nonaligned conference which made only a half-hearted effort 
early in the war. Nothing has been done since then. Perhaps, 
another attempt will be worthwhile. 

There may be an element of wishful thinking in talking 
about what the nonaligned conference can do given the many 
limitations from which it suffers. However, if the leaders in 
Delhi want to lend clout to their movement which has so for 
been denied it, they ought to reconsider their collective role in 
V ^he world. y

Palme raises political storm over policy bungling

STOCKHOLM — 

Five months after his return to power. Swedish 
Prime Minister Olof Palme*s persoiial popularity 
has declined and economists complain that he has 
made only superficial progress in tackling major 
economic problems. 

The Social Democratic prime minister has also 
raised a political storm over his main foreign poliq( 
initiative, the aeatioo of a nuclear weapons-free 
zone in Central Europe. Opinioa polls shew Palme, 
56, has slipped in personal popularity compared 
with opposition conservative leader Ulf Adelsohn, 
although they say the Social Democrats are still the 
most popular party. 

Tliey won a majority of three over the non- 
Sociaiists in last Septem bet’s elections for control of 
the 349-seat parliament, which brought them back 
to office after six years in opposition. 

The main proposal of their campaign was to 
introduce worked funds to buy into private indus- 
try, an idea bitterly opposed by almost all Swedish 


firms. It sent share prices tumbling in anticipation 
last summer, before the poll. But since the elec- 
tions,' the scheme has been put on ice and the stock 
market, which was at rock bottom, has rallied to 
enjoy its most active trying period for many years. 

The government boosted the competitiveness of 
Swedish companies with its first act last October, a 
devaluation of the crown by 16 percent. Although 
the move was critidzed as selfish by Sweden's 
Nordic neighbors, companies are now posting good 
1982 profits, attributed m part to the current 
adjustment. Tlie prospect of felling international oil 
prices has also bMO welcomed. 

But economists, who in the autumn described the 
devaluation as a way of buying time to tackle Swe- 
den*s severe economic problems, are now com- 
plaining that the government has done little to 
alleviate fondamental problems — low productiv- 
ity. high labor costs and lack of investment. 
Attiiough Hnaoce Minister KjeD-Olof Feldt pre- 
sented a relatively austere bud^t by Social Democ- 
ratic standards in January, the budget deficit is still 


eqiected to be around $13 billion in 1983. 

Sweden’s trade deficit is around $2,7 bfll^. 
Inflation is nudging 10 percent and is expect^ to 
rise to 15 peicent this year but unem^doymeDt is a 
low three peicent. . 

“The in&tionary pi e ssure of the budget defidt 
discourages firms ^m making the loi^term 
investments that Sweden really needs,” said Lars 
Vinell, an economist for the Fie«ration of Swedish 
Industries. He said the govenimenf s first priori^ 
should be to reduce the deficit by cuts in all areas, of 
public spending. “Tbe economic situation is going 
to be tough for many years to come irrespective of 
governments because the problems are tough,'* he 
added. 

Meanwhile, Palme has run into trouble over his 
conduct of foreign policy, which in the past fan been 
his greatest strength. Noa-Sodalist politicians 
charged that he wanted to dominate all foreign and 
defense policies himself and Forei^ Minister Len- 
nart Bodstroero’s uninspiring public image encour- 
ages the impression among journalists that be acts 
mainly as a ^iokesman for Palme.

Nakasone wants to cash in on spy testimony in; U*S.

TOKYO — 

‘ Ruling party circles here are attempting through 
diplomatic channels to get the unabridged tes- 
timony heard behind closed doors in Washington — 
that Japan is an ideal place for spies. 

A former KGB major. Stanislav Leveberko, 41, 
appeared before the United States select committee 
on intelligence in July 1982. He defected to the U.S. 
after working in Tokyo from February 1975 to 
October 1979 where he said he had recruited 200 
Japanese as spies. He claimed many of them did not 
know they were agents, but they included a former 
cabinet minister, prominent members of the oppos- 
ition Socialist Party as well as journalists and scho- 
lars. 

No names have been released, however, Lev- 
dienko is promising to disclose them, in not one but 
two volumes, subject to clearanoes by the U.S. intel- 
ligence agency. Levchenko undertook his spsring 
while masquerading as a conespondent for the 
Soviet intematioaal magazine, the Now Times. 

In his testimony, he said he paid amounts varying 
from SI 67 to $2,083 for the services of those who 
provided information either verbally or 
documented on Japan's domestic and foreign poli^ 
plans. 

He said the KGB had a numberof goals including 


moves to: 

Prevent any deepiening of the military and polhi- 
cal ties with America. 

Create distrust between Japan and America. 

Block any grcnvth in the Japan-China relation- 
ship. 

Destroy the Washington-Peking-Tokyo triangle 
and create a new pro-Soriet lobby in ruling and 
opposition circles. 

Even though a tendency to discount allegations 
by Levchenko is widespread in Japan, Prime Minis- 
ter Yasuhiro Nakasone is saying he is deeply con- 
cerned becuase of the need to protect national 
interests. The cabinet secretaiy alre says it may be 
necessary to take measures againsc tbo^ involved, 
although on that score mild action only be 
possible seeing the nation has no strong aab'- 
espiooage law despite efforts to draft one in the past 
two years. 

In the meantime, one line of speculation is that 
the Levchenko testimony so fer disclosed in 
Washington was released as a warning about the 
potentiS for security leaks in Tokyo. At the same 
time, it was also noted the testimony came out on 
the eve of the national convention of the JSP, the 
Japan Socialist Party. 

Not surprisingly, the party chairman, Ichio 


Asukaia, was furious, arming that the CIA might 
have had a hand in disclosing tte lesthnony because 
it could easily damage Sodalist activities in Japan, 
and as he it, “pave the way for rearmament,** 
meaning that the continuation of the Liberal 
Democratic Party in Japan would encourage rear’ 
mament. Despite Levchenko's testimony, Asukata 
survived as leader of the Socialist Party, altbon^ 
bis popularity at 9.8 perpent has slipped to an aS- 
time fow.

Brunei would make a deeirion on membership only 
after independence.

FORT WORTH, Texas — American peo- 
ple generally know little about Tdam and 
Idamk an and an exhibition here on Alts of 
the Islamic Book*' will help rectify this lack of 
ondeistanding and appreciatioD. 

The exhibition from the private collection 
of Prince Sadruddio Aga Khan opened ori^-p 
naOy in New York and cmrently ison display 
— for two months — at Fort Worth’s Kimbell 
Art Museum. “This is the first major coUeo- 
doD of Islamic masterworks to come to the 
Southwest United States,” Dr. Emily Sano, 
Kimbell Art Museum's Curator of Asian Art, 
toIdArafrMriM. 

“The quality and range of the individual 
works are superb. Moreover, the selection 
makes it the foest exhibition of art from the 
Near Eastern tradition of religion and deco- 
ration ever to come to the Kimbell Art 
Museum,” she added. 

Internationally renowned for its size, 
breadth and quality. Prince Sadruddin's cele- 
brated collection contains hundreds of exam- 
ples of books, graphic arts, metalworic and 
pottery that testify to the richness of the vis< 
ual inspired by Islam. 

Vishois to the museum here see objects 
dating from the 9tfa to the 19tfa century, and 
they reflect the far-flung geographic extent of 
Islamic influence, with examjties from North 
Africa, Spain, C^tomaa Ti^ey, Iran and 
India. Th^ frxns upon the pictorial and cal-, 
ligraphic arts displayed in religious texts, as 
well as works of l^tory, phOosopby and liter- 
ature.

The exlubition's catalogue, written by two 
Islamic scholars, Anthony Welch and Stuart 
Caiy Welch, points out that it was ^ pxer 
eminence of the Qur'an in MusUm life that 
raised calligrapby to the highest form of art. 

“The qakm, or reed pen, is said to have 
been the first of God’s creation, and the 
Proj^fs cousin and son-in-law, “All, the 
first calligrapher,” the . authors of the 
catalogue write, adding,- “It was the scribe 
who could perform the most pious of arts, the 
copying of God's words.” 

In addition to beautifully bound vdiole 
manuscripts, the exhibitKM here amtaias 
numerous angle illustrated pages from other 
dispersed manuscripts that reflect indigenous 
cultural traditions. Examines from Iran covet 
the early period of Islamic art from the 13th 
to the 1 5th centuries, with the paintings from 
the Safovid period in the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies forming the majority. 

Particularfy notable are paintings from the 
Persian epic poem of the lOtb century, the 
Skahiiamh (Book of Kings) made in the 
16th century for a gr ea t patron of paintii^ 
Shah Tahmasp (r. 1S24-76), as well as pages 
from an incomf^teShofauauli made for Ins 
successor, IsmaHl n (r. 1576-77). 

Paintings from In^ include important 
portraits of great Mogul leaders as well as 
illustrations of legends, poems and stories of 
Idamk and Hindu origin.

Soviet military plans raise alarm signals in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) ~ Tbe Soviet 


Union has embarked on a massive “expan- 
sion” and “modemization” of its militaiy 


eapalnlities in all fields, indnding space, in 
an obvious hid to project hs power beyond 
its boundari^ a U.S. Defease D^artment 
study said-Wednreday. 

“Ibere iSniothing bypotbetical about tbe 
Soviet milit^ madhine,” pefense Secret- 
aiy Caspar V fe inb ei ger wrote in a preface 
to the study, “frs expansion, modernization 
and contribotion. to . projection of power 
beyond Sov^t bcumdaries are obvious.” 
Tbe study, ^Dch attempts to assess over- 
all Soviet militaiy strength as of tbe end of 
last month, si^gests that Moscow zs“ trying 
to dominate the world,’* according to one 
•U.S. mtelligoace source.. 

. The Pentagonln the report appem espe- 
dafiy oonoeroed by tife ^ that Mosc^ 
has b^nntowt^ new types of inteicon- 
tipental mwsifai.' as well as' a tong-range 
strategic bomber and sea*to*ground and 
air-to*grbimd Gnase missites. 

But it also ttoteatlak tiie Soviet Unioa has 
developed die world’s' fastest submarine 
and biggest helicopta^, and has now massed 
more than half its oppoate forces 

of tbe North Atlantic Tteaty (Organization 
(NATO) in Western ai^ Nortbem Europe. 

One of tbe most dramatic — and unnerv- 
ing — technological developments, accord- 
ing to tbe study, is the appearance of the. 
prototype of a successor to the Soviet 
bomb^, TupofevUii-99. 

Tbe new plane, oodenamed “ Blac^ack,” 
with a range of 7^00 fans and a maximum 
speed of maeh 23, will be able in three oc 
years to reach the United States with- 
out mid-air refueling tmd to rtrike any point 
in the country, tbe stn^ found. 

Capable of carrying air-to-ground Cruise 
missites, tbe Penie^ said, the Blackjack 
could elude U3. air defenses they 
are signilicantiy strengthened. IntdBigei^ 
sources said appfoxhnatefy-75 such (ti a aes 
become opetaticmal at the end of tbe 


decade. 

Tbe Pentagon report found that Soviet 
air defeases “are the most massive in tbe 
world” and cautioned against evaluations of 
their capadty on the bt^ of what has been 
provided to other countries. 

“ No Soviet client state has been provided 
anth anything comparable to the highly 
integrated Soviet ah dafetac system,” 
according to tbe study. 

Two new solid fuel interconthwotal bal- 
listic missiles (ICBM) are now being 
developed, the Pentagon said. One of the 
two is "about the size of the (U.^ MX 
intended fox s3o deployment.” 

Tbe other“is a smallCT missile, which will 
probably be designed for deployment on 
mobSe launchers similar to tb^ used with 
tbe (Soviet) SS-20 theater weapons.” 

In Eastern Europe, the Pentagon said, 
the Soviet Union has deployed several 
hundred examples of its most modern ta^ 
the T-80, which can withstand redioactive 
fallont as well as cbemica] and bacteriologi- 
cal weaponry. 

“A dramatic shift in the pro p ortiOD of 
these modern tanks, as part of the total 
Soviet mventory opposite NATO, has 


occurred,” the document noted. 

Since 1978 tbe Soviets have given prior- 
ity “to tbe forces opposite NATO, enabling 
them to conduct raprid offensive operations, 
cbaracterizBd by shock action, massive 
firepower and high mobiliiy.'’ 

Tlie ranir component coofronting West- 
ern Europe, tbe ^ntagou said, includes tbe 
modem T~M and T-72 inodel^ in addition 
to tbe T-80, and oonsticutes more than half 
of tbe entire Soviet tank force. 

Ninety-four of tbe country’s 190 divi- 
sions are now stationed opposite tbe central 
and northern wings of NATO and are being 
equipped with several new pieces of artil- 
lery. such as two new-type 1S2 mm cannon 
that can launch nuclear warheads, accord- 


ing to tbe Pentagon. 

“The attack telkopter force has been 


approximatefy doubted in size (from 400 in 
1978 to 800 today) and te^noJogically 
upgraded” tbe study said. 

Tbe Soviet Union, it added, has brought 
out “the world's largest helicopter, capable 
pf carrying internally two airborne infantry 
combat vehieies or about 100 combat- 
loaded troops.” 

At sea, the study found, tbe Soviet Union

is trying to assemble “tbe world's largest 
submarine force” in order to “protect tbe 
seaward approaches to Warsaw Pact territ- 
ory” and “to oeutralize allied maritime 
forces.” 

Of greatest concern to the Pentagon was 
tbe lanoching in recent months of a huge 
nuclear submarine of tbe “Typhoon” type, 
the first of a series of such vessels. The 
Typhoons should be capable of launching 
20 SS- NX-20 hiterconrinental ballbtic mis- 
siles. 

U.S. defense planners were also con- 
cerned about tbe performance of tbe 
“Alpha” Duclear-powered attack sub- 
marines, which have titanium hulls and are 
the fastest in tbe world with a submerged 
speed of 40 knots. 

The Soviet Navy, according to tbe Pen- 
tagon, has also acquired back^ bombers, 
with a range of 5,500 fans, that can carry 
air-to-sea missiles. In space, “whh the 
devetopmeot and employment of an orbital 
anti-sateDite weapon over a decade ago,” 
the study said, “the Soviet Union cl^ly 
signaled its recognition of space as an arena 
in which to conduct war.” 

None of the aims of the new heavy-lifr 
launcher systems now in development is the 
deployment by 1990 of a “large manned 
space station.” that could weigh more than 
100 tons, tbe Pentagon said. 

There is, furthermore, a good chance that 
Moscow begin to manufacture a space 
shuttle similar to the ColBiiiWe and the CAol -I 

kttger produced by the United States, as 
well as a smaller space plane, tbe Pentagon 
said. 

The Soviet Union already has also 
developed “kinef* satellites that can des- 
troy other low orbiting sateUites and, rince 
tbe 1 960s, has developed electronic recon- 
naissance Systems in space. 

“Each year,” tbe study disclosed, “over 
50 of tb^ (reconnaissance) satellites are 
launched to support militaiy forces on a 
daily basis.” 


Shadow 


of Stalin 
still falls 
on Moscow

MOSCOW (LOS) — Thirty years ago the 
Soviet Union and much of the worid beyond 
was shaken by the news of the death of Stalin. 
Three decades is a short time in history and 
no one should be surfnised that tbe great 
dictator’s shadow should still faD heavfly 
across this country. It is there when one 
travels through the marble palace stations of 
tbe Moscow subway for six cents a ride — 
Stalin's demagogic gesture to a people whom 
he sweated to build a powerful state. 

It is there when the planners consider the 
latest bad harvest, for Stalin not only took 
from the peasants to create the industry that 
alone could give him tbe sort of powr be 
wanted. He came close, too. to destroying ^ 
his bloody collectivization ^ village Russia 
that was for centuries the country's heart and 
soul. It is there in the handsome uniforms that 
Stalin restored to his soldiers and which 
would delight the generals of tbe old Russian 
empire. And it is there, too, around today’s 
leadership who still inhabit a world of power 
apart, practitioners of the mystique of com- 
mand that Stalin imposed on a utofrian 
revolution. Although there are Russians, 
some even close to power, who fight to escape 
from the shadow, few are surprised by its 
presence. Power and pain are twin themes in 
Russian history, as natural partners as sun 
and moon. 

Great leaders have usually brought prin 
and they remain vivid in the popular mind. A 
Moscow theater is presently playing a drama 
about Ivan the Terrible. When Ivan makes 
his first appearance accompanied by Malyuta 
Skuyatov, whom every Russian sdioolchild 
knows was the Czar’s Beiia, tbe audience sits 
chilled as if unsure this is only history. This 
particular shadow has for the most part been 
removed from Soviet life. Beria, the last prac- 
titioner of the evil trade Stalin's poUce chief, 
has been condemned to utter, disapproving 
silence. The lawlessness that was so essential 
to Stalin's autocracy has been done away 
with, not least because this is in the interest of 
the new ruling establishment. 

A decree of the Central Committee, issued 
under Krushchev, forbids the secret police 
from investigating members of the Central 
Committee, the party’s high command. It 
remains in force whatever may have hap- 
pened to the rest of the Krushc^Vs works. 
All Soviet citizens in some measure benefit 
from this. To demolish more of tbe Stalin 
legacy, though, is-to come dangeroulsy close 
to shaking the Soviet ^tem. The emeigence 
of Yuri Andropov as the new party leader 
nevertheless raises the problem again, even if 
there is small promise of substantial change. 

The dilemma is that the par^ is Stalin's 
benefidaiy. Pushkin imagined the dying 
Boris Godunov, supposed to have murdered 
his way to the throne, warning his son not to 
ask how be had achieved supreme power. “ It 
is enough that you are innocent. You win now 
rule by right.” The party today is indeed 
largely innocent of direct involvement in Sta- 
lin's crimes. Andropov was only a junior 
party secretaiy in a town fer from Moscow 
when Stalin died. The baby of the Politburo, 
Mikhail Gorbachev, was still a teener in 
1953.- 

This explains the closing of the ranks 
around Stalin's memory when Krushchev was 
removed from power 1 9 years ago. In 1 970 a 
bust of Stalin was put on his grave in the 
Kremlin behind tbe Lenin Mausoleum from 
which Krushchev had had his embalmed 
corpse secretly and without ceremony 
removed. “Governments,” a foreign writer 
commented, “do not erect monuments, even 
small ones, to people they consider crirrfinals.' 

By 1979, tire hundredth anniveisaiy of his 
birth, official notices referred only to a 
“negative” side in S talin and to his “mis- 
takes'*. When his old mmradf* in arms, 
Anasatas Nfikoyan, had died a year earlier he 
was denied the honor of a burial in tbe Krem- 
lin because Brezhnev and other members of 
the 'Politburo recalled with distaste 
Mikoyan's brave criticism of Stalin in the 
Krushchev period. 

L^t month when three newspapers 
printed articles to commemorate the 
ninetieth anniversary of the birth of Marshal 
Tukhachevsky, tbe most brilliant militar y 
mind the Soviet Union has known, there was 
not a hint that Stalin had had him killed in 
1937. The life of the man who had foreseen 
coming war with Ceimany, whose think- 
ing led to the invention of the superb T34 
tank and the application of rocketry to the 
battlefield, was merely said to have been 
“tragically cut short”. In Krushchev's time 
Prtnda would at least have admitted that he 
had died as a result of the “cult of personal- 
ity”, a code phrase for Stalin's but 

even that muffled admission is too much for 
today. 

It is difficult to find anyone in Moscow who 
believes that Andropov will pick up the 
Krushchev axe to chop away anew at this 
bowdlerized Stalin leg^. 

One of the unplanned results of Brezhnev’s 
partial rehabilitation of S talin was the dissi- 
dent movement. The 1966 trial of ^yavsky 
and Daniel marked the be ginning of a neo- 
Stalinist attack on alternative thinlcing , even 
on that which tried to stick to Maixist- 
Leninist rails. 

The charges against Nikolai Bukharin, the 
party leader and thinker whom Stalin had 
executed in 1938, are apparently again in 
force though Krushchev had dro(^>ed them. 
Bukharin is an inspiration for many who 
believe that Mandsm-Leninism can and 
should be adapted. As long as he remains 
under anathema, experimental thinking wiD 
be dangerous — as the group of Mmcow 
intellectuals presently waiting trial for their 
“Eurorommunist opinions” have discovered. 
And y^ as someone who knows the circle 
from which these young men come, 
remarked: “They seemed to be askmg 
exactly tbe sort of question that should be 
asked.”

Fed chief urges 
raising tax on oU 

WASHINGTON, March 9 (Agencies) — 
U.S. I^ral Reserve Board Cliairman Paul 
Volcker Tuesday urged Congrea to raise 

taxes on o2 to of^t a sharp drop in worid ofl 
prices and prevent a relaxation of U.S. energy 
conservation efforts. 

Tbe central bank chief advocated speeding 
up Prerident Reagan's five-doDar-a barrel 
tax on domestic and imported o2 proposed 
for October 1985 to raise government 
revenues and keep tbe federal budget deficit 
from expanding. 

At a House of Representatives Budget 
Gommittee tearing, Volcker offered few 
specifics OD hb speed-up plan except that ofl 
taxes should be imposed if oil prices dronied 
to $25 a barrel. “That b a point (at which) 1 
would get increasingly concerned,” be said. 

Volcker said a sharp ofl price drop and a 
relaxation of U.S. eoex;^ conservation 
efforts would imply the possibili^ of a strong 
rebound in future oil prices, boostmg infla- 
tion. 

Later, addressing tbe Senate Budget 
Committee, Volcker said that tbe U.S. 
economy bad begun “a longer-lasting, non- 
inflationaiy recovery” but ttet to mainiam it, 
tbe federal budget deficit must be narrowed 
and energy taxes raised. 

In addition, “we will get lower interest 
rates,” because of tbe drop in ofl prices, he 
said. But tbe Fed chairman warned that fail- 
ure by Congress to cut federal spending 
would threaten the economic recovery 
because of tbe size of loans tbe treasury 
would be forced to float on money markets.

Shipping oudook termed gloom^^ 


NEW YORK, March 9 (AP) — The cur- 
rent outlook of the world shipping trade is a 
seascape of almost unreliev^ gloom all 
around the globe from London to 
Yokohama, a New York business publication 
indicates. 

“The depression in international shi p p ing 
is so acute,” says The New York Joum^ ef 
Cimmeree, “that some shipping finance 
specialists think that what is taking place is 
not simply a steeper than norma) downturn in 
a traditionally cyclical industry.'* Instead, 
they predict that fundamental structural 
changes will eventually alter the way in which 
shipping business is conducted. Here ate 
some details of a worldwide shipping survey, 
as outlined in a special section of the Journal 
this week: 

In the past 10 years, the volume of world 
trade transported by sea rose only two per- 
cent. Meanwhile, the tonnage of shipping 
rose SO percent. As a result, more than 1.000 
vessels totaling a fleet of 80 million tons are 
unemployed. And as a further result, says the 
newspaper, “freight rates depressed to the 
lowest levels in decades show no promises of 
strengthening.” 

In individual countries, the picture appears 
like this: 

— Looking back at a disastrous 1982 West 
Germany's sea shipping industry is resigned 


that 1983 will not be much better. “No 
marked improvement is in sight on the 
world’s shipping markets,” according to 
Bemd Kroegcr, managing director of the 
German shipowners's Association. 

In Japan, “none of the analysts have been 
able to see any signs of improvement on ^ 
horizon. If anything, the iodustr/s situation 
is worse than in 1982.” 

The British shipping industry, one of the 
star performers of the last decade, “is now 
languishing in its worst recession since the 
1930s, and there seems to be little that ship>- 
omers or the government can do to halt the 
decline of the Qeet.*‘ The British merchant 
marine has follen from a peak of 1,614 ships 
and more than 50 million tons in 1975 to less 
than 900 ships and under 27 million tons 
today. 

The French shipping industry also expects 
another bad year, but the government says'* it 
will minimize the damage and lay the 
groundwork for eventual new growth." The 
Jourual says France plans to subsidize Qmi 
additions when ships are taken out of service 
and, “thanks to a 'ship French' poli^ that 
some might consider protectionist." it even 
hopes to expand the French merchant Sect, 

In Greece also, things look a little more 
hopeful than elsewhere. The Socialist gov- 
ernment. alarmed by declining earnings from 


.Greece's huge merchant marine, has made 
concessions to Greek shipowners, that the 
Jtmnai says ‘*would have seemed outside 
reality only a few months ago for an administ- 
ration so dosely tied to trade union support” 

In fact the president of the Union of Greek 
Shipowners, Aiisionmenis Karageor^ even 
predicts that 1983 will be the last rekly bad 
year. “Already," be says, “there are signals 
from the U.S. and Europe^ sug^sting a slow 
recovery in freight conditions starting around 
the end of this year and gathering momentum 
in 1984. 

But meanwhile, the Joanud says that 
economic realities are already imposing on 
the world shipping industry changes which 
will‘'foroe shipping to return to its basic roots 
as a supplier of cargo transportadon service . 
The turnaround will involve a drastk contrac- 
tion of shipyard capacity, the systematic 
scrapping of many vessel^ and changes n> 
banking practices which have en^uraged 
expansion by marginal companies. Although 
this transformation has already caused pain- 
ful dislocations, partkularfy among sbipbuH- 
ders, some thtoJk it will ultimately produce a 
healthier environment in which the business 
is no longer used either as a vehicle for risk- 
orieoted venture capital or as an instrument 
of goveramenr policy to the extent that h is 
today."

Bonn vetoes French bid to take over Grundig 


FUERTH, West Germany. March 9 (R) — 
West German/s Federal Cartel OffiK has 
vetoed a planned takeover of the Grundig 
electronics firm by France's slate-owned 
Thomson-Brandt concern, a Grundig 
spokesman said Wednesday. He said the 
takeover idea had therefore been dropped. 

The plan was supported by the French gov- 
ernment in the hope that closer European 
cooperation would provide more effective 
competition to the Japanese challenge in 
electronics. 

Thomson signed a letter of intent last 
November to take a 75.5 percent stake in 
Grundig, at an estimated cost of about one 
billion marks ($400 million). 

The move was seen by some French offi- 
cials as a test case for Franco-German indus- 
trial cooperation. But the idea was criticized 
by West German politicians and industrialists 
opposed to state involvement in business and 
by trade unions alarmed at the prospect of 


major redundancies at Grundig. 

Conservative Bavarian Economics Minis- 
ter Anton Jaumann said last month Thomson 
would make big cuts in the 30,000 workforce 
if hs bid for a controlling stake were allowed 
to go ahead. 

Philips, the Dutch electronics group, and 
two other German companies, Siemens and 
Bosch, have held talks with Grundig on a 
possible alternative to the Thomson merger. 
Philips already has a 24.5 percent stake in 
Grundig. 

The cartel office decision came as no sur- 
prise to the industry because the planned 
takeover would have given the new group 
dominance in the home electronics market. 

A few minutes afier the cartel office'sded- 
sion was made known, another West German 
electrical concern, AEG-Telefunkcn. 
announced that Thomson planned to take a 
75 percent stake in itsTelefunken television 
and radio subsidiary.

China warns of fictitious loan offers 


PEKING, March 9 (AFP) — The cbair- 
man of tbe Chinese Central Bank Wednesday 
hh out at ‘’mternatioDal swindJets” acting as 
m iddlemen who offer big loans at absurdly 
low interest rates. 

The offers turned out to be fictitious and 
the crooks sole motive was tbe commission 
they got, said Bank Chairman Bu Ming in tbe 
bnsmess newspaper Jh^ Kkao. 

Id tbe past five years, the Chinese Central 
Bank had received 200 of these fraudulent 
loan offers, amounting to between $3,000 
million and $4,000 million in all. But the 
diairman of tbe bank, which handles all this 
country's foreign ftrehangp transactions, did 
not say whether China had been taken in by 
any of the tricksters. 


He said: “ We need to be constantly on the 
aleii with these cheats around, otherwise we 
shall fall into their clutches." 

Bu told of a case in February 1 980 when a 
man posing as the head of a Los Angeles 
company offered China the colossal sum of 
$30,000 minion to be paid back over 35 
years, and carrying interest of only two per- 
cent. 

Tbe man said tbe money was made avail- 
able by an Arab country, which stipulated 
that the funds were to be used for moderniz- 
ing the Chinese Army, and that China should 
guarantee the security of the lender country. 
Bu said that the country in question did not 
even have diplomatic relations \rith China. It 
later transpired that the man was a minor 
employee in an American company.

China revives cure for cataract

PEKING (Depthnews) — Wu Chenli is 
living testimony to the effectiveness of a sim- 
ple treatment for cataracts that had been 
almost forgotten by Chinese doctors. 

But the efonsof a tenacious Peldt^ oculist 
have seen the refinement of the ancient tedi- 
nique into a skill espedally safe for the 
elderly and infir m. Although different from 
acupuncture, the technique relies mainly on 
the manipulation of nee^es. 

The 93-year-old Wu Chenlfs relief was 
obvious enough to any observer when the 
protective shield was taken from his right eye 
one recent morning, at the capitaTs Guang 
An Men Hospital. The little grayish spot that 
had long obscured his vision was gone, and 
his pupil once again crystal-clear. 

For the fost dme in two years, he could 
completely see what lay around him. The old 
man poured out his gratefulness to Dr. Tang 
Youzi, the director of the hospitaPs eye 
department, whom he recognized by the 
sound of his voice as the man who had per- 
formed the operation. 

Over the two years, Wu had gone to a 
succession of hospitals seeking some relief for 
the cataract, but was rejected for modem 
surgery in every case because of his advanced 
age. FinaDy, an old foend recommended the 
Guang An Men Hospital, where he had had 
his own cataract removed at the age of 89. 

Cataracts are among the most common of 
eye afflictions, and also among the most 
p^chologically difficult to endure. While 
cataract operations, which entail removal of 
the entire eye lens, arc among the most reli- 
able in suigery, they are gene^y considered 
unsafe for the aged, for people with chronic 
diseases, or for the physically frail. 

The technique employed 1^ Dr. Tang and 
his colleagues has also been practic^ in 
Egypt and India, where it may have origi- 
nated, as well as in China, since veiy ea^ 
times. 

Dr. Tang first scoured classical Chinese 
texts that detailed several types of needle 
manipulation. Later, he travel^ to India, but 
was appaOed to find that needle manipulation 
has p^sed into the hands of quack doctors 
who work without any of the support services 
or sanitary knowledge provid^ by modem 
medicine. 

Chinese doctors begin their treatment by 
adounistering local anesthesia and making a 
delicate incision in the cornea, at a point 


where the outer layer hdds a concentration 
of bl(^ vessels. The inciaoa is no larger than 
three millimete rs — £ar smaller than that 
made in a cataract operation performed 
according to Western methods. 

A needle is then inserted through the open- 
ing and advanced toward the pupil. After 
hr ealring the tissue that holds the lens, the 
needle is moved to depress it sgainst the 
lower part of the eye and to hold h there. 
After the needle is withdrawn, no stitches are 
needed. The eye is bandaged and protected 
with a shield. The patient may be dscharged 
from the hospital after five days. 

“I felt DO pain at all and was up the next 
day,” Wu says. 

“The procedure is tolerable to very (^d 
people," Dr. Tang says. "It takes only some 
oiinutes. We have even treated a woman 104 
years old. In Wu's case, both his age and the 
fact that he suffers from heart disease made 
conventional surgery out of the question.** 

Working from the essential principles of 
the traditional needle technique, doctors in 
Tang’s department have developed sev- 
eral new instruments that make the treatment 
possible in a wider range of cases. 

One instrument, whi^ is most effective in 
operations on hard cataracts, is a tiny net-like 
device, called the too chu qi, which grasps and 
removes the cataract Another instrument, 
the fonsui qi, is inserted to crush the cataract. 
After that, the doctor again employs the too 
cAuV to extract the cataract fragments. One 
stitch^ required to close the incision. The 
entire operation lasts from 20 minutes to half 
an hour, while post operation hospitalization 
usually rtins from 10 to 14 days. Anothernew 
instrument is a suction device, the xichu qi, 
which is applied in operations on soft 
cataracts. 

*'The visual results are exceDent,” says Dr. 
Tang "With the help of glasses, the eyes can 
recover their normal vision. In a^ition, 
ttere are fewer complications, compared to 
conventional surgery. There is also no scar.” 

Dr. Tang began research in needle suigeiy 
in 1957, a&r his graduation from the P^ing 
Med^ Institute. "Before 1 went to college 
to study Western medicine, I was an eye doc- 
tor in the traditional Chinese mode,” he 
recaUs. "I had seen operations by quack doc- 
tors, but in most cases they were feQuies. 
Tra^onal surgery had almost become obso-. 
lete by the 1950s, Nonetheless, I always held 
that the needle method itself was not to 
blame, since it did work in scxne cases. We

Dr. Tang thought that one possible reason 
could be the lack of strict sterilization and 
poftopeiative management, wfaidi he knew 
could be tackled by modem techniques. 

A great obstacle, however, was the view 
held by many doctors that the defuessou of 
the lens would lead to complete blindness 
within ibiee years. Dr. Tang was not per- 
suaded. He argued that since die depressed 
lens was l oc ated in an eovironment similar to 
hs original position, it should not have the 
effect that a foreign body would. 

"Beades,” be says, “in boxix^ when a 
fighter is hurt in the eye. the lens often 
becomes detached and remains in the eye 
without ranging blindness. That recognition 
was an inspiration to me.'* 

Later experiments proved his theory cor- 
rect. "But, in order to avoid possible trouble 
caused by the depressed lens in the distant 
future, we only give very old people tins 
treatment,'’ be says. “ In other cases, we must 
use the too chu qi or the xichu qi to get the 
cataract out of the eye."

Reading device 
for blind people 

LONDON CLPS) — A machine that 
enables tbe blind to read books, magazines, 
newspapers and even dear handwriting has 
been d^eloped by researchers in Bristol 
Univerri^ s physics department in southwest 
England. As the machine simply reads what it 
“sees”, it can cope with many languages. 

The Tactile Image Generator or TIG is a 
desk-top machine that comprises a reading 
input unit and a disc output unit In tbe input 
unit a smafl camera is tracked automatically 
along the lines being read. The camera unit 
contains an integrated drcuh with a linear 
array of photodiodes. It automaticaDy scans 
across print placed beneath it as it is traversed 
along the line. 

TIte electronic signals from the camera are 
transmitted by wire to the disc unit where, 
after ftirtber prooasii^ they control tbe 
operation of a group of solenoids. The sol- 
enoids control 12 rods whidti push up metal 
pins placed through a 21.5 an diameter 
^ass-fiber disc as it rotates, thus reproducii^, 
with enlargement and in relief, the letters that 
are being scanned by the camera. 

Unlike other reading systems for the blind, 
the TIG can be used by blind people in a 
matter of minutes. Wortb fornied by the pins 
on the disc as it rotates are read by touch. The 
maximum reading speed is 20/30 words per 
minute and the speed of rotation of the disc 
can be quickly altered. The disc can also be 
declutched enabling the user to dieck all the 
words on it before they are automatical!^ 
canceled. 
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Smoking habits spreaciing like wildfire

GENEVA, (LOS) — Despite tbe efforts 
of many doctors, teachers and specialist 
organizaticHis, cigarette smoking is still on 
tbe increase among women, diOdien and 
the poor, according to a global lepozt to be 
pbK^ before an international confe i enoe 
in Canada. 

However, tbe habit is rapidly losing its 
popularity in the industriaUzed countries 
where peo}^ are leaining to see through 
tbe giamorous smoke-screen of adverriring, 
says a survey of the United Nations World 
H^th Oi;^ntzadon (WHO) which has 
placed tbe tobacco issue in tbe center of its 
drive to create reasonable health care for all 
by the year 2000. 

Non-smokers are now in the majority in 
many industrialtred countries — but smok- 
ing among women and very young people 
are stQl on the increase even there. 

The fifth world confeienoe on smoking 
and health is to be held in Winnipeg later 
thb year. A focal point of the conference 


win be a new, long-term policy to 

encourage young people to become tbe 
oounti/s"break-awa/*-geneTation — free 
from tobacco. 

The WHO study says ftiat tbe smoking 
habit has spread like wfld&e during reoent 
years throughout the devdofring regions of 
the ^be. “ Although tbe devefopmg coun- 
tries have not bad time to experfence the 
grim i ncrease in smokiog-rela^ mortality 
that has taken fdaoe in tbe industrialized 
countries, they must experience it unless 
they halt and reverse their current increases 
in cigarette consumption. 

"fo many less developed countries, tbe 
man-made epidemic of smoking-ielated 
diseases is already of such magnitude as to 
rival even m&ctious diseases or malnutri- 
tiott as a public health problem.** 

A spokesman for the organizaiicm 
explains that lack of mformation and clearly 
defined attitudes by public health 
authorities as weH as the absence of approp- 
riate legdatkm hinder efforts to limit 
cigarette consumption in many poor coun- 


tnes. 

WHO Uames " the emula tion of lifestyles 
practiced in tbe rich industrial countries 
whicb is deliberately promoted by the 
tobacco companies" for tbe resulting 
“dr ama tic increase in smoking" in tbe poor 
world. 

Yet tbe industrialized countries have 
trouble enough in trying to kick the habit. A 
Canadian report to be placed before 
the conference will show that, although well 
over half the countiys population over IS 
years of age comprises non-smokers, 
cigarette consumption is on the increase 
among teen-age girls. 

Hence the new program announced by 
Canada to produce a generation of non- 
smokers. “The values, attitudes and 
behavior related to smokh^ be^ to 
develop very early in life and continue 
tbrou^ difidhood and adolescence,*’ says a 
Onadian specialist. "Once individa^ 
leacbtheageof 19or30‘’smoke-£rce.'*jtn 
unlikely that 'tl^ wil! ever start smoknig.'^ 


Parental love stops kids’ drug abuse

LOS ANGELES (LAT) — Adolescents 
whose parents are warm, affectionate and 
communicative toward them are less likely to 
use drugs than children who do not have a 
good parental relationship, according to 
studies by a group of New York researchers. 

Tbe studies, which were funded by the 
National Institute on Drug Abuse, also 
pointed out the strong role a father can play 
in heading off teen-age drug abuse. 

Research in the past often focused on the 
mother because “of the assumption the

mother was all important,** said Judith S. 
Brook, an associate professor of psychlatiy at 
Mount Sinai School of Medicine, who with 
her fellow researchers conducted tbe studies. 
“A major finding of ours is that the father 
plays a very important role and can have an 
impact on the adolescent personality which, 
in turn, is related to drug use. 

“Fathers who are warm, affectionate, 
psycbologfeally well adjusted tend to have 
both sons and daughters who are conven- 
tional not irresponsible or rebellious," Brook 
explained. *‘Tbese cooveotioDal youngsters 
tend not to use drugs and, if they do, h is on an 
experimental as opposed to a regular basis." 

These adolescents also tend to identify 
with their fetbeis, and their friends in many 
cases are achievers and do not use dn^, she 
said. 

Brook found that sons who did not use 
marijuana were mote lilcely to see their 
fethers as role modeL “If a cl^ doesn’t tend 
to identify with the fether, you’re likely to 
have an unoonventioaal yoor^Ster — one 
who doesn’t do well m school, is rebellious, 
irresponsibOe," Brook said. 

This type of child is more likefy to seek 
sensation, to use drugs and to have friends 
that do the same, she added. However, Brook 
noted, in tbe case of a daughter who mi^t be 
rebellious, tbe attention from a warm, weO 
adjusted father is often enough to make the 
gill less likely to use drugs. 

“Fathers seem to have a larger impact on a 
daughter if she is at risk,” Brook curved. 

R^ular adolescent drug users were the 
most unconventional and sensation seeking, 
tbe study found and their fathers were the 
coldest, most unconventional and least weD 
adjust»l These fethexs tended to be unaffec- 
tionate, did not spend much time with their 
child, and tended to have a lot of conflict. 
Brook said. Their chOdien, in turn, tended 
not to identify with them. 

Brook spe^ated that unconventionaliiy 
and sensation-seekiiig may represent an ado- 
lescent boy’s attempt to cope vrith his father's 
negative flings and attitudes toward him, 
Prelimmaxy data from the study of mother- 
child relations indicate many of the same 
fiictors operate there as in father-child ' 
relatiom, Brook said. 

“Those mothers who are warm and affec- 
tionate also tend to establiA a relationship 
with the chQd which insulates the cltild from 
drug use,” Brook said. The resear^ also sug- 
gests that the effect of conflict between a 
child and one parent can be offtet by a poa- 
tive relationsh^ with the otberparent, Brook 
said. 

Foritive parent-diild relatioo^ps can also 
negate the influence of a peer group t^ uses 
drop. “ChDd^ most at risk are unconven- 
tional and have not established a mntually 
satisfying relatidbshiop with either parent," 
she said. 

If parents use drop and tbeir duldren 
identify with them, tiiey are more likefy to use 
drop. Brook not^.

France replaces army chief 


PARIS, March 9 (Agencies) — France’s 
Socialist government Wednesday replaced 
Army Chief of Staff Gen. Jean Delaunay as 
part of what it called a long>planned move, 
but press reports said he had resigned 
because of differences with the administra- 
tion over defense policy. 

Political' analysts said the replacement of 
Gen. Delaunay represented fresh political 
embarrassment for the governing Sodalist- 


Communist coalition, which already faces the 
prospect of heavy losses in Sunda/s second 
round of nationwide local elections. 

Defense Minister Charles Hemu told 
reporters the cabinet had decided to appoint 
Gen. Rene Imbot, at present head of army 
personnel, to replace Gen. Delaunay. 

Gen. Imbot, 58, joined the French resis- 
tance fighters against the Germans in 1941, 
when he was only 1 6, and then signed up with 


Poll may unseat Mauroy 


PARIS, March 9 (R) — France’s ruling 
Socialist Party gears up for the final lap of a 
tough munidp^ election cami»ign Wed- 
nesday in which several government minis- 
ters face difficult runo& in major dties 
Sunday. 

The second round of the local elections 
could unseat both Prime Minister Pierre 
Mauroy, the long-standing mayor of LiOe, 
and Interior Minister Gaston I^fferre who 
has been city chief of Marseilles for 30 
years. 

The two ministers personify the difficul- 
ties facing the Socialists in the current cam- 
paign, tlMir first national contest after 22 
months in power. 

. In separate incidents Tuesday, Mauroy 


was forced to leave an agricultural exhibi- 
tion in Paris amid jeers and catcalls from 
French farmers, and in Marseilles, where 
Defferre has been defending bis security 
record, a bomb exploded near a ^^gue. 

Political commentators have speculated 
that the loss by the left of 1 6 major dties in 
the first round of voting last Sunday could 
lead to Mauroy’s replacement, and analysts 
said Tuesda/s inddent could further dam- 
age his image.

Hosts bid for next venue 


NEW DELHI, March 9 (AFP) — With 
the seventh nonaligned summit in full 
swing, backstage lobbying continued over 
who would host the eighth, and conference 
sources said the politically charged question 
was not likely to be resolved here. 

Iraq, which was obliged to ^'ve up the 
seventh summit because of divisions over its 
war with Iran, has been the front-runner but 
still faces staunch opposition from Tehran, 
Libya and Syria. Conference sources said 
that since thie jockeying began in earnest 
two weeks ago, Iraq’s opponents had been 
able to garner enough support to thwart any 
consensus decision in fevor of Baghdad. 

Among the other candidates are Libya, 
North Korea and Indonesia. Conference 
sources said that if a consensus is not 
reached here, the issue might be left for 
foreign ministers to decide. Lit^a is bidding 


to host the 1986 summit vrith support from 
Iran. North Korea's candidacy has been met 
with apparent reluctance among leaders of 
the 101 -member nonaligned movement. 

Indonesia has been mentioned as an ideal 
compromise candidate to host the gathering 
on the jubilee anniversary of the movement 
it help^ found, but Jakarta has shown no 
oven enthusiasm for the move. The sources 
said Indonesia was not taking a position 
because it had originally suppoited Iraq’s 
candidacy and did not want to be seen as 
going back now on its earlier decision. 

This also applied to some of the other 30 
countries who had originally expressed 
support for Iraq when host India circulated 
the draft proposal some time ago. The only 
countries still piec^ing strong suf^rt for 
Iraq are India, Cuba and Ethiopia, they 
said.

PEKING, March 9 (AFP) — YoungChin- 
ese who for years have been ibrccjd to wear a 
unisex costume of blue' or green cotton jadc- 
ets and- trousers are now catching up with a 
vengeance in a bid to match Westem yoinh in 
the realm of 'street .fashion. 

TIm dothing craze has readwd aich a peak 
that milhaiy guards are statioDed outside the 
entrance of a fashion exhibition here to stop 
gatecrashers. For the first time in many years, 
over 2,ci00 garment selections for men, 
women and children were on dis]riay in die 
C^ese capita], traditionally accu^omedtoa 
very sober way of dressing. 

One of the major surprises in die exhibi- 
tion dothing »te — probably one of die b%- 
gest of its kznd ever oi^nized tn China sinoe 
the Commumsts assumed pc^rinl949— is 
the big oometeck of the “qipao**, the pad- 
tional form-fitting Chinese dress ^it up dw . 
sides. 

The exhibition b also showing smne up- 
dated versions of the dassic silk embroidered 
qipaos. The most daring was a short .dress, d 
^thetic rilk, witii small slits up the sides — 
an undispitied hit among the young women 
crowded around it in the exhibition hdl. 

This success was largely based not only on 
its modest price of 1 1 yuan (SS.50) but abo 
on the originalify of its style, so far unsemi in 
China. Tire long qipaos, however, are more 
expensive, but they can be tailor-made, 
according to an advertisement posted on a 
wan of the exhibition hall. 

Introduced by Manchu invaders in the 17th 
OBDtuiy. the qipao, sometimes knows by its 
Cantonese name of the cheongsam,, was woro 
onand off since the eariy 196& before disap* 
pearing during the tumultuous Cultisd 
Revolution (1966-76), when it was branded 
as a “reactionary" remnant. 

Ic began to reappear in the streets of Shiui- 
ghai a ^ years ago and now it b oonUDDB to 
see officials' wives wear h to receptions. But 
the last word in spring fashion here seems to ' 
be a brown and white plaid turtleneck 
ter worn with a matciting beret. 

“It* s selling like hotcakes,” a saleswomaD 
said, adding that dozens of young women 
queue up each morning ai the ratiance of the 
exhibition to buy one of th^e eye-catddng 
outfits before they sen out. 

Flared woolen black and white plaid skins 
are also very popular with the young Peking 
women. Brides the ready-to-wear, street 
fuhkm, the exhibition is also offering d«s- 
sier dothes such as a wedding gown, a tafledst 
worn with a white shirt and bw-tie as vtell as 
many coats and trenchcoats with prices rang- 
ing from 100 to 200 yuan (SSQ to 100). 
which b two to four times the monthly salary 
of an avera^ Chinese worker. 

One of the lines shown, created e^weiaDy 
for Chinese diplomats posted abroad, 
includes a wide range of Mao-type suits as 
well as traditional Western suits worn viti) 
brightly colored ties. 

Tbe organizers stUI admit that they are frir 
from being able to satisfy dothing 
and also had to limit the number of viritois to 
tbe exhibition to a maximum 3 2.000- 

1 3,000 people a day. The exhibition b show- 
ing'clotiiing from some 70 manufacturers in 
Pelting and its surrounding area. It hcqies to 
sell a million pieces between now anrf tbe end 
of the exhibition March 27. 

Tlte Chinese fascination with fesfakxi also 
coincides with the big comeback of fashioD 
m a garine s which attempt to erplam the sec- 
rets of good taste and elegance to tiieir read- 
ers. lAewise, efforts made by the Chinese, 
especially women, to dress better, are begin- 
ning to show results. 

Such is the case in Peking, especially where 
more and more young women are seen. on tbe 
streets sli^tly made-up, with their hair styled 
and wearing shoes with small heels and 
leather shoulder b^s. 

With men, there b also a similar evolution, 
although it b slower. Thb b seen mainly 
among youn^r men, who have begun rejdac- 
ing tbeir traditional haggy blue cotton jackets 
and trousers with well-cut suits, blue jeans, 
leather jackets and elegant grey or beige 
ticnchcoats. 
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
